The  health  of  tne  people  in  the  District,  as  far  as  can 
be  judged  by  vital  statistics  nas  remained  satisfactory.

In  this 
connection  it  iUray  oe  poi.nted  out  that  the  value  of  “t hi, q part  of  an 
Lnnual  Report  is  largely  as  ’'history'*. 

'■/ ery  fev  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  during  the 
year  and  there  were  again  no  cases  of  Smallpox  or  Diphtheria. 

Is  regards  the  Sanitary  circumstances.  The  water 
supply  at  Tamar  Lame  is  adequate  in  quantity  even  for  the  large 
increase  in  population  which  taxes  olace  during  the  "season”. 

I must  once  ^ again  repe'-^t  th'"t  it  is  an  unfortunate  circumstance  tJiat 
the  Urb:m  District  douncil  has  no  control  over  the  catchment  area, 
and  it  is,  therefore,  of  the  utmost  importance  tli ' t an  dequate 
foolproof  chlorinating  plant  should  be  ^ inst  '.lied  at  the  earliest 
qpportunity.  ^ it  must  be  unusual  engineering  or^^'.ctice  to  introduce 
lihlorine  in  this  way  to  a trunx  ma,in  and  in  vie’a  of  the  vstj  satis- 
factory water  sail} pies  over  the  ye-^rs,  the  Goun-il  should  consider  if 
storage  facilities  may  be  required  after  chlorin 'tion,  even  when 
<.dequate  chlorination  is  introduced.  This  new  water  scheme  must  be 
reg'^'.rded  as  the  most  import -nt  public  nealth  tasu  which  the  Council 
las  to  face.

The  District  has  a lir-ge  summer  holidaj'  industry,  resulting  in 
consideraola  fluctuation  of  tie  population.  This  presents  a neculiar 
problem  to  managerial  staffs  of  restaurants  and  hotels.  Man^a  of  these 
premises  are  closed  daring  the  winter  months  and  it  is  tnerefore 
inevitable  that  personnel  seldom  remain  the  same  from  season  to  season. 
Txhis  situation  necessitates  the  training  of  new  recruits  each  year, 
and  during  the  period  of  full  einplo^cnent  it  is  often  very  difficult  to 
select  persons  of  tlie  right  type. 


Thhe  conf ectioners  and  butchers,  dairies  and'  ice-cream  dealers 
possess  considerably  more  static  and  re^pular  staffs,  who  iiave  tne 
opportunity  of  securing  sound  lOiowledge  of  hygenic  methods  and  the 
efficient  conduct  of  their  respective  businesses.  This  is  off-set  to 
some  extent  nowevar  in  some  instances,  by  the  use  of  old  premises  not 
readily  'Adaptable  to  rriodern  metnods  and  standards.  In  general,  in 
spite  of  tnese  difficulties,  standards  of  cleanliness  anl  nygiene  remain 
high .
